A few minutes later, he heard sounds which ho believed 
to be backfire of an automobile and shortly thereafter hoard a 
second sound, and locking toward the triple underpass ,• he saw 
several individuals falling to the ground. CASH advised he 
lid not lock at the TS5D again and immediately proceeded down 
the staircase with intentions of gchg over to' the triple 
underpass to sea what had happened.
